TUUKIDAY, April 15. 

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2:03 p.m. 

Mr. Wilson moved that it is dusirablo 
that a report on ngi-iculturo, similar in 
ucope to that on raiiios, bo issued annual- 
ly by this province. Tho mover said he 
thdtiglit'.thd'^'rosolution would commend 
itself to every morabor of tho House. Tho 
agricultural interests wore now of great 
importance to tho province, although 
when he first came to tho country ho was 
not awaro that tho soil produced oven a 
cabbage. It was only right, in order to 
rutnove a false impression existing abroad 
and especially in England, that a report 
should bo compiled relative to tho extent 
and capability of tho agricultural lands of 
tho country. A few days since ho had 
roceived a letter from London enclosing 
an eaitfirial from a newspaper which said 
that the Province contained no' agricul- 
tural lands; [ that it vras;a Qodrfo'rsoken 
country and was fit only for Indiana and 
wild beasts: It was not very creditable 
to tho Province tliat iio report on tho sub- 
ject had as yet emanated from it. Ho 
therefore took the present opportunity of 
asking the House to support tho motion. 

The naotion-iiras.sectirided by Mr.Harri.s. 

Mr. iA^h^hpntthfi'tho resolution a very 
prpper'Sne and took pleasure in support- 
ing it. It was not necessary, however, to 
appoint a Minister of Agriculture inas- 
much as tho Minister of li'inanco already 
occupied that position. 

Mr. McGillivray supported tho motion 
and said ho had no doubt much of tho in- 
formntioa<containcd in tho reports would 
C, be disseminated by tho nowspapera of tho 
Province. 

Mr. Sniitho thought tho resolution a 
very proper one and explained to tho 
House that altliough when a member of 
the late Government had been appointed 
Minister oi Agriculture circumstances had 
caUed.hiiiit to Ci^iar and had prevented 
him from doing much in the shape of com- 
piling a report. Hqi' waa especially glad 
to see that the resolution emanated from 
the hon. member. It was hardly to have 
been expegted that in the .short spaco of 
a ;yeaf 'tnor^ionvi.lineratef could have 
been converted to a ,^roper view of tho 
matter. Tho OppbsiUoh was . therefore 
glad to. see such a resolution moved by 
him. ' 

Hon. Mr. Walkem spoke at soma length 
in support of the resolution and express-, 
ed'his belief that tho remarks frequently 
made last session by the mover were only 
banter. The wealth of tho country de- 
pended more on tho agricultural interests 
than any, other and it waa high time that 
tho House sliould tako Hteps to prepare 
Htatiiitica to afford information calcul- 
ato'd .-tb.reraovo the false impressions and 
miTCnl^oliB*i:bpbrts' which existed outside 
of the Province as to its agricultural re- 
sources. 

Mr, Vernon took pleasure in stating 
that his friend on his riglit (Mr. Smitho) 
had, when in office, taken stops to prepare 
a statistical report with reference to tho 
ogricultui'ftl lands and products of tho 
Province.' j'sHo .would suggest to tho 
mover that he alter the rosolutionio make 
it read "bo". Issued; by, thorMlfaiater pf 
Finance and Agriculture" instead of "by 
the Province." 

Hon. Mr. Humphrcy.s supported tho. 
resolution, but reminded tho House that 
the ir. f oi mition askedf or yro. Id be.cpmpara- 
ti vely,<iseless.uDii si properly: and thorough- 
ly ciroulatbd.' '"HeTOgriBtte'd that most of 
tho Bc- jailed "prize essays" published on 
the agricultural resources wero not only 
incorrect but unreliable and valueless to 
any persons outside tho Province who 
might be striving to gain informstiou as 
to the suitability of the country for farm- 
ing purposes. He did not think that in 
the past tho representatives for the agri- 
cultural district had boon true to them- 
selves. Had they boon they would not 
now have tho Canadian tariil" in operation. 
The information asked for would put tho 
county to considerable expense but would 
if properly compiled be of much value. 

Mr. Wilson suggested that the report 
should be accompanied by a map of the 
Province. The existing map, if he might 
call it so, was a fragmentary one. With 
reference to a' provincial guide ' showing 
the'' 'capaci^-' and b'eqt- locations of the 
. Province he would like the character of 
tho illustrations, if any were to accompany 
the report, to bo well considered. For 
instance, it aeonicd to him that it would 
be much more beneficial to the province if 
instead of a wood cut of an Indian on the 
war path^ a good illustration of a school 
home ^:^|4@tt&\'i™ro1(?ivp^ about 
to soelt aTio'rise 'in" some distant country 
were not, ns a rule, proposessed with tho 
idea that the country they wero reading 
about was full of wild savages. But, on 
the other hand, if they could see that the 
Province contained churches, public 
schools, good roads "and plenty of arable 
land they would sayj "why, that place is 
just as civilized as this country is," and 
would consequently bo much more dis- 
posed to go to it. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Harris moved that a Select Com- 
mittee bo appointed to visit and enquire 
into ,the, manner in whicli. the Gaol, Hos- 
pital,' rind Lunatic- Asylum, New West- 
minster, are conducted,^ and . report the 
same to this ' Hoiiae; 'such'' committee to 
consist of Messrs. E. Brown, Mcllmoyl,

Hon. Mr. Walk«pi^5'^lgP«~tho hoii.

Hon. Mr. Humphreys contended that 
before tho House was asked to pass tho 
resolution the mover should show some 
good reason for tho appointment of tho 
committee and the exponao of tho visit. 
Tho precedent , would bo a bad pno to 
establish unless the mover could inform 
tho Houso of some irregularity existing in 
the management of tho a.sylum. Waa 
there any improper treatment of patients} 

ilr, Harris said that various reports 
had been freely circulated concerning; the 
management of the asylum and tliatrit 
would bo woU for tho comtnittep,'j.to,yi8it 
the place and either confirm the, rcpi^B 
or sot them at rest for over. 

ilr. Abrams thought there was just as 
much justification for the passage of the 
motion as for that annually introduced by. 
the junior moinbor for Victoria. intetiasks 
ing for a committee to visit the' Viotoria"' 
Gaol and Hospital. y.' ■vi,;''; 

Mr. Drummond — I am not the junior 
member for Victoria cit}-. 

Mr. Wilson said there was plenty of 
money in tho treasury (laughter) and ho 
did not 600 why tho resolution should not 
pass. It would not cost above §20 to 
Bond tho committee up to tho asylum. 

ilr. Williams observed that the appro- 
priations for tho various districts' werole'ss' 
this year than previously and ho. did nipt 
BOO that tho Houso was justified in vptirfg 
the expenditure unless there was plen'ty 
of money in tho trwusury. 

Mr. Smitho did not think that tho 
Houso should pass the motion, which was 
of an entirely novel character. , The 
precedent would bo a bad ono to ,08tab- 
tish as the members forNanaimo and Cari- 
boo might aubaequcntly a.sk tho Houso to 
appoint committees to visit thoso dis- 
tricts. Ho thought that members on 
their way to the capital should bo aut/ior- 
izod to demand an entrance to tho public 
institutions, inspect thorn and thus gain 
the information now deemed necessary. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom supported the mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Drummond said that members of 
tho committee he had asked for had de- 
clined to perform their duties on tho 
ground of illness. Dr. Ash said ho had 
tho gout and Mr. .\bram3 said ho had the 
rheumatism. Consequently ho (Mr. D.) 
had to get a carriago to tako thorn to the 
institutions. Tiio labors of tho com- 
mittee had resulted in tho obtaiaraont of 
much information of importance. The 
gaol would be visited to-morrow and he 
was sure that tho report of tho committee 
would bo accoptablo to the House. 

Mr. Auh tliought tlio motion was a stop 
in a dangerous direction. It might result 
n a violation of the Indepondenoo of 
Parliiiment Act. 

Mr. Ferguson thought the Houso was 
assembled to receive information, not to 
go in search of it. 

Mr. Bennett said that if tho resolution 
were passed the Committee might have to 
bo at New Westminster for a week. It 
would not be at their option whether they 
returned next Saturday. The information 
they ceuld gain in a few hours would pro- 
bably be of a valueless nature. 

Mr. Harris said that ' tho medical at- 
tendant of tho asylum was at present .ab- 
sent at Ottawa. If he could perform his 
duties whilst away from tho Province ho 
must possess extraordinary ability. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — His duties are 
now performed by Dr.^^eiveright with tho 
consent of the Ooverhmeht. 

Mr. Harris contendod'that the resolu- 
tion should fofhi ii predodont, and tliat a 
committee should visit the institution 
every year. 

Mr. Jklara thought the resolution neces- 
sary. Very unpleasant reports concern- 
ing tho asylum had been freely circulated. 

After further diseussion tho motion was 
allowed to stand over. 

THE PDBLIC SCUOOLH. 

Mr. Vernon moved that a select com- 
mittee bo appointed to enquire into tlie 
working of tho Public School Act, and 
into the statements made by the superin- 
tendent of education in his report of 1879, 
respecting the conduct of tho teachers 
and others, with power to call for persons 
and papers and examine witnesses, .said 
committee to. consist of Mcs3r.s. Ash, 
Sraitiie, Ferguson, Uolgeson and the 
mover. The mover said that it was a 
well known fact tho report contained cer- 
tain assertions which should bo the sub- 
ject of an investigation. Tho government 
should have moved in tho matter, but 
since they had not done so he felt it his 
duty to ask the House to pass tho resolu- 
tion ho had introduced. Hu would not 
give his opibipn either ono way or the' 
other as to whether tho superintendent 
of education or the teachers were to 
blame. Tho investigation sought would 
disclose that matter. Thoro could bo no 
doubt that tho statements, if true, wero 
not creditable to tho condition of the 
educational system of the Province. 

The motion was seconded-; by Mr. Wil- 
son. '' ■'•■r-- It'/', ■ ■ 

Hun. Mr. Walkem said tho government 
was not in tho dark on the matter. They 
knew full well what had taken place. A 
struggle had been going on in which tho 
teachers endeavored to avoid tho necessity 
of passing periodical examinations. Tho 
superintendent had had na enviable posi- 
tion as nearly every teacher in tho Pro- 
vince had sent in letters bogging to bo 
oxcfsod from tho examinations. Tho 
suporintondeiit was a most industrious 
and able gefitloman and ho (Mr. W.) waa 
glad to bo ablo to state it. Tho first ob- 
ject of the House should bo to improve 
the condition of the children not merely 
to atford protection to tho teachers. 
If the time the teachers wero employed 
wero taken into calculation with tho 
salaries they received it would be found 
that they are better paid than in any 
other province in the Dominion. Ho did 
not object to the passage of the resolu- 
tion, but submitted that aa the matter 
was a government question the commit- 
too should bo ballottod for. 

Mr. Smithe spoke at some length advo- 
cating that the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion should receive further powers for the 
carrying out of the provisions of tho School 
Act. His hands wore now virtually tied 
and it was absolutely impossible for him 
to enforce the regulations made by tho 
House. A teacher could, under existing 
circum-.tances, positively refuse to do hia 
or her duty and tho Superintendent had 
no remedy whatever. Ho (Mr. S.) would 
ask that his name be taken ofiT tho com- 
mittee as ho was alre.ady on sovenil com- 
mittees. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys spoke in support 
of the motion and expressed his opinion 
that the trustees of tho schools hatl per- 
formed their duties, on the whole, in a 
satisfactory riiaiiner. It had, ' moreover, 
naver come' to his knowledge that the 
Superintendent of Education had ever 
traversed beyond tho limits of tlio School 
Act. The hon. gontloman continued at 
some length to advocate thii^.'ibility and- 
efficiency of the Superintendent, and stat- 
ed that, although tho toalihers were an im- 
portant part of tho scholastic .machinery, 
they are by no means ent|flea_jtP':,'prioritjr

After further discussion tho motion

QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Wilson asked whether the state- 
ment of account between Reed Bros. & 
Co., and the Government, published in 
his Last annual report, is accepted as cor- 
rect by Reed Bros. & Co. ? If so, wheth- 
er tho sum of 83,C32, C5| owing by Reed 
Bros. & Co., to this Government on 30th 
November, 1879, has been paid? If tho 
published statement of account is disputed 
by Reed Bros, & Co. , whether they have 
presented their account to the Govern- 
ment? , ; I . 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied that the 
statement of account waa disputed by 
Rood Bros. & Co. , and their account had 
beon.sont in to-day to the department. 

Mr. Smithe asked — Is it the intention 
of tho'Obvcmment to tako action in tho 
Legislature during tho present session 
with a viow to sccuro tho construction of 
tho Esquimalt-Nanaimo railway by tho 
Dominion Govornment, in accordance 
with tho terms of the agreement ' under 
tho Carnarvon Settlement 1 

Hon. Mr. Walkom replied that it was 
the intention of the Government to ask 
tho Houso to tako such action as would 
provide for tho construction of. tho work 
at as early a date as possible. 

DROPrUD. 

Tho Police Constables' Bill was drop- 
pod at the request of the loader of the 
Govornment. 

KKA DULENT PREFEnENCE BILL. 

Hon. iNIr. Walkem suggested that this 
Bill lio over. 

Jlr. Wilson said thoro waa great 
anxiety among business men to learn 
what wore the provisions of the Bill, that 
they might know tho amount of protoc- 
tion thoy would have. 

Mr. Walkom said ho had received an- 
other bill of a similar character from On- 
tario. It would take some time to look 
into the various acts in force olsowhero, 
and ho would bring down tho bill as 
quickly as possible. Tho present condi- 
tion of things was dangerous to mercan- 
tile men and should be remedied as soon 
possible because without an in- 
aoh'cnoy law tho first creditor who seized 
a debtor's property might bo paid in full 
and no other creditor got ono dollar. 

RAILWAY LAN'D.S RESKKVATIO.V DILL, 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho was not 
ready to go on with this bill and would 
not bo ready for some days. Hon. Mr. 
Trutch was tho accredited agent of the 

Dominion Covernmunt and was authoriz- 
ed to deal directly with tho Province on 
this and other matters. Ho required one 
or two more interviews with that gentle- 
man before he could frame a bill that 
would bo acceptable to tho House and 
tho Dominion Oovemmont. 

Mr. Smithe complained that tho Gov- 
ornment wero not submitting thoir meas- 
ures with Buflicient rapidity. Tho session 
wa;i late, members wanted to get home. 
This bill was on tho orders since the first 
day of tho session, which was ovidonoo 
that it/ was then ready, and yet where 
was it?' Wliero were the Estimatea ? Tho 
Opposition had assisted the Government 
in every way. Thoy allowed tho Gover- 
nor's Speech to pass without a word. Thoy 
liad voted for tho dry-dock scheme. 
He believed tho Govornment would have 
been pleased to see the Opposition ob- 
struct the business. Instead of that it 
was the Government who obstructed the 
business by withholding bills of vital im- 
portance, such as this, 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said ho was desirous 
of pushing on matters, but tho bill had to 
bo put in a shape that would be acceptable 
to tho House and protect the rights of the 
Province. , . , . . 

Dr. Ash cciuld not see that any f iirther 
legislation was necessary to ofTeot the con- 
vcyanco of the railway lands. When the 
tho Esquim.alt and Nanaimo railway lands 
wero to bo surrendered, it w.as done at 
once. Why should there bo delay now ? 
Wore tlie Government about to ask tho 
Province to Burrendcr lands far remote 
from railw.ay construction, which consti- 
tuted its chief source of revenue, instead of 
taking tho lands along tho line of tho rail- 
way i Ho had heard that tho Dominion 
Government intended to ask privileges 
they had no right to ask. The House 
should bo put in possession of tho infor- 
mation now. It should not bo with- 
hold until tho latter part of the Session. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said the Esquimalt- 
Nanaimo railway bill callod for lands 
along tho coast and not on either side of 
tho line. • -Si ' 

Mr. Smithc(said tJiat,a<^coridiQg to the 
Terms of Union' if land contigieous to the 
line was in possession of settlers the Gov- 
ernment could claim land elsewhere. All 
that was nocessaiy waa a simple bill; but 
if tho Dominion Govornmont were going 
to ask for privileges thoy wore not on- 
titled to and take the best land on 
which, the Province ' de]pended for 
revenue in tho future, tho sooner the fact 
was known the better. He again called 
on the Government to bring in their 
measures and close ug the session. 

Mr. Ash quoted from the Esquimalt- 
Nanaimo railway Act to show that it only 
gave tho Dominion Government power to 
take land along the line of road.
